“There is such a 
thing,’ he began yesterday, ‘‘as legiti- 
mate lobbying, though it may be a mis- 
use of the term ‘lobbying’ to use it tn 
this connection [It is perfectly legiti- 
maté for any person or the official or 
representative of any corporation affect- 
ed by proposcd legislation to present his 
views on the matter, for or against. to 
any committee or any individual mem- 
ber of the general assembly.

It fs, as I have said, 
perfectiv legitimate and proper. That 
kind of influence has been brought to 
bear here, and there can be no reflection 
whatsoever upon any person engaged in 
ft or upon the senators or representafives 
who have been approached with argu- 
ments in this way.

INTERESTING DOCUMENT 
MAY BE. FILED TOMORROW 


By the Terms of the Will the Chil- 
dren Were To Share Equally in 
the Estate, Certain Restric- 
tions Being Imposed 
on the Executors. 


Will the heirs of the late G. W. Col- 
lier claim, @ spite of the will filed for 


probate, that he died intestate? 

Rumors current among friends and ac- 
quaintances ‘of the family yesterday an- 
swered this question in the affirmative, 
the prediction being mad¢e that a caveat 
embodying this allegation will be filed to- 
morrow. . 

These rumors have it that Mr. Collier's 
children maintain their father left no 
will, or, at least, if there ever was such 
a paper that he destroyed it before he 
died. 

For more than a week subsequent to 
the death of Mr. Collier, the question of 
the will’s existence was the theme of 
very general discussion. 

The Collier children were uncOmmunica- 
tive and renifed to all inquiries on the 
subject that “thev were not vet ready 
to give out. any. information.” 

Friends of certain of the heirs declared.

This 
paper is unusually thin, of almost a gos- 
samer texture, and not only translucent, 
but, perhaps, transparent. Just what this 
is supposed to indicate, if anything, Is 
not known. 

The reason back of the caveat is also 
u matter of speculation, as the heirs 
share equally. They do not, however, 
have the right to partition the estate 
for a decade, and the gift of some 100 
acres of land to the city js also_a subject 
of discussion. These phages of the affair 
are discussed, but no one has as yet been 
able to solve the question.

READY FOR OCCUPANCY 


There Is No Ventilation and Wo 
Running Water—Dumb Waiters 
Are Inspected—Everything 
Ts in Readiness for the 
Conclave. 


Rome, July %0.—People here are now re- 
calling a prephecy which, at the time it 
was ninde, produced cons¢iderable talk 
among the stperstitious, who held it to be 
an indication of who will be the nexi 
pope, s much so that several! large beis 
were made ir. favor of the caréinal Indi- 
cated Dy the prophecy. Many vears agu 
the late Cardinal Parocchi, who was not 
then even a bishop, one day met an old 
woman in the country. She was a typ- 
ical witch in appearance :nd planted her- 
self before Parocchi, saying: 

“The bishop of Santa Rufina wil be the 
next pope ’”’ 

lhe woman refused to say anything 
more. Farocchi repeated the tale, which 
gained added circulation when he was 
appointed to that see, and befwre his 
death he was considered to be the most 
likely successor of Pope Leo. When 
Parocchi was dyirg he repeated the story 
of the old woman's prophecy. The fa- 
mous bishopric of Santa Rufina was af- 
terwards ziven to Cardinal Serafina Van- 
nutsli, and naw peop]: ure asking the'n- 
seives, ““Wil! the prophecy cvtne true 
after ali?”’ 

All Ready for Conclave. 

The vatican today was the scene of 
great activity, botn inside and outside.

‘The noise was so great that the cviossal 
figures of Michael Angels “Last Julg- 
ment’? seemed’ to shew surprise at the 
busy scene which was transforming the 
beautiful chapel relisicus to Aan 
almost electoral aspect. 

Outside the vatican the work was of 
a different character, being only the quiet 
work of the supporters of the different 
candidates marshaling their strength for 
the contest which is to come when the 
doors of the conclave are closed. NO 
one candidate stands out prominently, 
as did Count Pecci in the conclave of 
1878, and the discussion here is not 80 
much concerning the superior qualities 
of the candidates as of the strength with 
which they are credited 

Cardinals Inspect Cells. 

The cardinals today visited the cells 
whieh they are to oceupy during the con- 
clave. and it cannot be said that they 
returned very enthusiastic over the idea 
of being confined, perhaps for some time, 
in what are rightly termed “cells,”’ which 
are without running water and necessary 
ventillation. It was feared that the health 
of some of the older and more feeble 
cardinals might suffer. Perhaps the most 
dissatisfied was Car@inal Maszary, who, 
as primate of Hungary, is the wealthiest 
of the cardinals. He ts credifed with an 
income of $400,000 annually. He insists 
that he cannot eat with the others and 
must have his meals outside. 

Tonight experiments were made with 
the kitchens, the working of which is 
considered quite important as about five 
hundred people must be fed thrice daily 
for an indefinite period. The trials were 
completely successful. 

The revolving dumb waiters were also 
tested. They are charagteristically -Ro- 
man and consist of wheels with shelves 
on which things are placed and they 
are made to revolve, carrying things 
in or out, but making it quite impossible 
for persons on either side to see each 
other. 

It is reported that Count Soderini, - 
whose position at the vatican is that of 
bearer of the ‘‘golden rose,”’ the greatest 
gift which a pope can confer upon men 
of royal families.” was entrusted by Leo 
with the task of writing the history of 
his pontificate, enjoining upon him the 
fact that he wished a true history, and 
not a eulogy. Count Soderini was fur- 
nished with abundant documents for his 
work.

Hon C. C. Houston, in an interview, 
replies in unmistakable and caustic terms 
ta the resolution adopted Wednesday 
night at a meeting of the Federation of 
Trades, condemning an article of Mr. 
Houston in an afternoon paper last Sat- 
urday, and he also reiterates the charges 
Made -in that article. 

Mr. Houston refers to the central labor 
bedy as being dominated and ‘eenirolled 
by a set of ward politicians and mentions 
the names of several of the present offi- 
cérs of the federation. He declares that 
the resolutions do not deny the charges 
he- made in his article and states thal 
he cares very little for the resolutions, 
as they do not by any means reflect the 
sentiment of the bona fide workingmen 
of. Atlanta. Mr. Houston also further ad- 
Vises the officers named to tender their 
resignations of the federation offices at 
the next meeting of that body. 

The following is the pointed statement 
of Mr. Houston: 


Houston’s Stacement. 

“I was surprised at the action of the 
officers-elect of the federation having the 
nerve to publish in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tiom the resolutions that do not, nor have 
they denied any of the statements made 
by me in reference to the central labor 
body being dominated and controlled by 
@ set of ward politicians. I refer, of 
course, to Wiiliam Strauss, member of 
the tailors’ union, deputy city marshal, 
Who has been made financial secretary; 
J, W. Bridwell, of the stonecutters’ un- 
lon, who is deputy commissioner of pub- 
lic works, recording secretary; Thomas 
N. Scales, of the bar tenders’ union, side- 
walk inspector in the office of the com- 

missioner of public works, chairman of 
finance committee, and Walter E. Dean, 
reelected president, an iron molder who 
has not worked at his trade in ‘wo years, 
and now claims to be a lawyer-agent, 
whatever that means. 

me have nothing 
personally, they are my friends, 
nor have I other than commen- 
dation for their being able to hold politi- 
cal jobs. In fact I helped to get them 
there. But I do protest against men 
heading these politica] jobs and who do 
not:.work at their trades being at the 
héad of the Federation of Trades. They 
are not in Jouch with the rank and file 
of the workingmen of the cit v. 

“A stropger protest is being made. by the 
unions of the city than any presenied to 

é, for they are keeping their delegates 

ay from fhe meetings and thus letting 
the central body go to decay. Less than 
s third of the local unions take any in- 
terest in the federation, and Wednesday 
night at the ‘mass’ meeting attended by 
eighteen delegates, two unions gave no- 
tice of withdrawal and more will follow 
unless ‘there is a rapid change of condi- 
tions. 

“It was to arouse the workingmen 
to what was going on at the head of the 
Organized labor movement that I wrote 
an articie reciting the facts above re- 
elted and naturally brought down on my 
head the wrath of the men who are mak- 
ing of the federation a political ma- 
thine, 

“This is not the first time I have called 
Attention to evils that would bring lasting 
injury to the cause of labor in this city. 
Six or seven years ago an attempt was 
being made to establish here in Atlanta a 
southern confederacy of labor and recede 
from the American Federation of Labor. 
I made a public exposure of the scheme. 
was ‘brought up on the carpet’ and fought 
the movement to its death. 

“My record, both with the working men 
and the general public, I hope is well 
enough established for them to know that 
I fight for principle and not from any 
selfish or wlterior motives, and if I can 
save the federation from going to wreck 
on the political rock that has sunk every 
labor organization in which the office- 
hoiders are politicians, I will have per- 
fotmed my duty as I see it. 

“My advice to these gentlemen, and 
which I feel will be applauded by four- 
fifths of the bona fide working men of the 
city, as well as all true sympathizers with 
the labor rfovement, is to tender their 
resignations at the next meeting and 
thereby permit the pure and simple trades 
unionists who work at their respective 
trades to come into control, as the cen- 
tral body was intended they should. There 
are scores of able and competent working 
men who work at their trades and do not 
devote all their time to other service who 
ean fil] these exalted positions ag well as 
the politicians. 

“As to the resolutions adopted, which @o 
not deny the charges made, I care very 
littie, as they do not by any means refiect 
the sentiment of the bona fide working 
men of Atlanta, and only serve to empha- 
size the fact that there ought to bé a 
cleaning out of the men now in charge.”

ON TRUNK LINE 


Through Connections with Bich 
Jellico Fields 


Straightening of Curves and Reduc- 
ing Grades of Atlanta, Enox- 
ville and Northern Means 
Rival Trunk Line to 
Cincinnati. 


The actual work of reducing grades and 
siraightening out the curves of the At- 
lanta, Knexville and Northern is now un- 
der way, and with the completion of this 
work, which is being pushed rapidly for- 
ward, through connections with the great 
Jellico coal district will be made by roads 
under the contro] of the Louisviile and 
Nashville.. This also means a new line 
to Cincinnati and the north. ‘ 

In addition to the placing of a trunk 
line to the coal fields of Tennessee from 
Atlanta via connections with Marietta by 
way of the Western and Atlantic, this 
means much to Georgia, as the work 
now under way in the straightening out 
of the tracks between Knoxville and 
Marietta means the expenditure of $4,500,- 
000, of ‘which amount $2,500,000 is to be 
expended in this state. 

A bill which will give the road the right 
to make these changes has passed the 
senate and has been favorably reported 
on by the genera] judiciary committee of 
the house, Its passage is generally con- 
sidered as assured. 

This is the way the matter stands. Work 
is being pushed forward on the Knoxville, 
Jellico and La Follette, which connects 
the wonderful bituminous coal flelds of 
Jellico with that place. The through con- 
nection from Knoxville to Atlanta and the 
south by way of Marietta and into this 
city by the Western and Atlantic means a 
direct through trunk line and a rival of 
the Southern that will obviate all conges- 
tion in the matter of supplying coal to 
this city and southern connections. 

Whil# the present track between Knox- 
ville and Marietta is standard gauge, the 
tracks were widened from narrow gauge 
tracks without altering the grades and 
curves, These are such that at present 
eight loaded cars of coal constitute a full 
| train, while only three passenger coaches 
are assigned to one locomotive, while it 
is not vossible to ey any Pullmans over 
the line. 

With the contemplated changes in the 
construction the freight trains will carry 
from twenty-five to thirty-two loaded coal 
cars, while Pulimans and full passenger 
trains can be accommodated. : 

Of the 207 miles between Knoxville and 
Marietta, 105 miles -are ‘in the state. of 
Georgia, _ 

Coal men and Sie es “generally are 
looking forward to the completion of this 
new trunk iine, whieh they believe will 
mean not only better shipping facilities, 
but cheaper freight rates as well.

Grady Hospital Has Expended 
$20,000 of $33,000, 


Mayr Howell Writes Communication 
to the Board of Trustees Calling 
Attention to the Fact That 
the Apportionment Is 
Being Exceeded. 


The fact that the management of the 
Grady hospital] is such as to have largely 
exceeded the apportionment for the first 
six months of the year, is causifig con- 
siderable comment at the city hall, and 
it is very probabie that it will form an 
interesting topic for discussion during the 


‘next metting of the board of trustees of 


the institution. ! 

Mayor Howell has taken a hand in the 
affair and has written to the board of 
trustees a letter in which he directs their 
attention to the condition of the finances 
of the treasury. He urged them to 
live within their appropriation and cites 
them to the necessity for doing so. 

The letter of the mayor and.the state- 
ment of Comptroller Goldsmith regarding 
the finances of the hospital were to have 
been read during the last session of the 
board of trustees, but R. A. Hemphill, 
one of the trustees, stated last night that 
it had not been read. He believed that 
the lack of a quorum during the last 
session was responsible for the failure 
to bring the matter to the attention of 


the board. 
“l am a new member of the board,” 


said Mr. Hemphill last evening, “and 1 
have therefore not yet had much to say 
in the management of the hospital, I 


have all along been told, however, that 
the hospital was weil within its appro- 
priation tor this year. Il believe there 
imust be a mistake somewhere.’ 

The statement turmshed the mayor by 
the comptroiler is from January 1 to 
July 18, and shows the exact amount’ of 
money apportioned to the hospital and the 
exact amount paid out for the hospital] 
during those dates. The unpaid bills of 
the hospital are not included in: the ar- 
count. 

It shows that the finance.committee ap- 
portioned $33,40 to fhe Grady hospital 
last January. Of this amount 20, 367.12 has 
already been paid out, leaving $13,082.83 
as the unexpended appropriation, which 
must maintain the hospital during the re- 
mainder of the year.

Canada Contracts for Build- 
ing 3,300 Miles of 
Railway.

Ottawa, Ont., July 3Q—Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier announced in parliament today the 
details of the contract between the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the government for the 
building of a national trans-continentai 
railway. The road will stretch from 
Moncton, N. B., to Port Simpson, on the 
Pacific coean, a distance of 3,300 miles. 
The government will build with public 
moneys the line from Moncton to Winnt- 
peg and lease the line to the company for 
fifty years. For seven years the lease will 
be free, the company paying operating ex 
penses. The next three years the com- 
pany will pay over all net earnings. For 
tai remainder of the life of the lease the 
company will pay the government 3 per 
cént on the gross cost of the section. The 
government will supervise the bullding of 
the line. 

From Winnipeg to the Pacific the com- 
pany must bulid the line within Seven 
years, The government will guarantee 75 
per cent of the cost of construction up to 
$13,000 a mile on the prairie section and 
$30,000 a mile on the mountain section.

Bricklayer “Who ‘Has Spent Four 


"  Yeays in -North. Says He Has 


‘Come Back South To Stay. 
North “No; Place® for 


ar ae By E: C. Bruffey. 
‘Constitution Bureau, 467 Second. Street, 
Macon, Ga., July:-80.—¢Special.)—Fleeing 
from the wrath of an Illinois mob and 
declaring that the north is no place for 
the negro, threé men of that race ar- 


| rived in Macon today on their way from 


Danville, Ills., to Florida. 

The refugees are William Herbert, 5am- 
uel Evans and Jacob Anderson, and that 
they are now alive, they assert, can be 
considered more good fortune than any 
willingness of the Danville map to spare 
their It@es. Herbert, the leader of the 
trio, is an intelligent, bright colored mu- 
latto, and is quite well educated. 

Four years ago, he says, after listen- 
ing to alturing pictures drawn by a Bos- 
ton negro of social equajity, easy ,times 
and the great love northerners had for 
the down-trodden. black man, he decided 
to quit the land of his birth and emi- 
gate to this eldorado. What he he 2ard the 
black man from Boston say and what 
he found to be the real facts are entirely 


different, 

“For nearly four years,” he said when 
seen at the union depot, ‘‘I have been 
constantly reminded of the color of my 
skin and have had all kinds of insults 
and abuse heaped upon me. I am a prick- 
leyer by trade and although I am con- 
sidered a good workman, I was ostra- 
cised by the unions and was discharged 
on several occasions because white men 
would not work With me. And yet these 
are the same people who make such @ 
howl when a negro is lynched in the 
south. All this talk of eating at a white 
man’s table and sitting in the same 
pew with him at church is hot air. In 
small towns where there are only two 
or three negroes this might possibly oc- 
cur, but in those places the negro is con- 
sidered the same as a wild man from 
Borneo in a 10-cent side show.” 

The immediate cause of the flight of 
this trio from their haven of rest In 
lllinois was the riot which occurred re- 
cently in Danville when an infuriated 
mob stormed the jail, and not being able 
to get their victim, started in to beat 
and kill all negroes with whom they 
came in contact. Herbert says he was 
a witness of the lynching of the negro 
Mayfield and barely escaped the fury of 
the Iaw-breakers himself. 


Tells of Mayfield’s, Death. 


tion of the town where I lived,’’ he said, 
“and nearly every negro remained in- 
doors, I heard more noise than usual, 
and, looking into the street, I perceived 
Mayfield frantically trying to escape from 
the howling mob. The fellow was scared 
nearly to death and believed death immi- 
nent. He pulled a gun to defend him- 
self and shot into the air. Seeing this 
had no. effect, he discharged his pistol 
a second time with more deadly aim. The 
white man, Gatterman, fell and the ne- 
gro’s doom was sealed, 

‘With a rope around his neck, he was 
dragged through the town, the mob in 
the meanwhile hurling stones at him, and 
then -he was strung up to the first tele- 
graph pole. His body was cut down and 
taken to a public square, where it was 
burned, the mob cutting off his ears and 
fingers for souvenirs, Yet this man was 
only protecting himself from a lawless 
mob and had done no wrong. It was 
herrible and I left Danville the next day 
with these men, and I intend to spend 
the balance: of my life south of the Ohlo 
river. 

“I found conditions about the same 
wherever I went, and I traveled in several 
states, I was in Philadelphia for two 
Gays once and was refused a drink in a 
bar room, and this is the same city where 
the negro vote could turn the elections 
one way or the other. Around election 
times a negro.is told. a great many-things 
which are apt to make the majority of 
them wear larger hats, but after the 
yotes are counted, the politiclans have 
no fusther use for us. [I could not get 
a job once On account of my color, and 
the only work I had in three months was 
sweeping streets two weeks before elec- 
tion. The day after election I was fired. 
This country is-the only place for our 
race, and the sooner my people stop 
listening to fool preachers and agitators 
the better they will be off.” 

The companiong of Herbert are car- 
penters, and while they have not the ed- 
jucation he has, they are rather intelli- 
gent men, and declare they found condi- 
tions the same as their friend Herbert. 

The party left this afternoon for Pa- 
latka, FPla., where they will be met by 
their relatives. Herbert’s father and 
mother live on a farm about 6 miles from 
that place, and he says they advised him 
four years ago to stay away from the 
north. 

Interest in Anti-Pool Law. 

Macon, Ga., July 3.—(Special.)—The 
new anti-pool law is now causing con- 
siderable comment among the friends of 
the coming fair here, It is being gen- 
erally discussed and speculation is rife as 
to the result. 

It will be the first time races have 
been run at a fair here without pool 
seling. Speaking of the change today, 
General Manager Huff said: 

“We cannot sell pools at the fair unléss 
as in the case of anybody else who 
should do the same thing.

“Speaking individually, I have néver 
thought that selling pools was necessary 
to the success of the state fair. We are 
going to offer a purse of $5,200 to be given

than the selling of pools. We expect to 
have horses here from Georgia, from 
the celebrated blue grass region and 
from the tracks of the country so that it 
ean safely. be said that the racing pro- 
ane will not be seriously interfered 
w 

In a ahort time new stables will be 
constructed at Central City park for the 
horses that will be brought from a dis- 
tance. At present there are accommod- 
dations for forty-six, but it is expected 
that this will not be sufficient to accom- 
modate all that will be entered for the 
fair events,

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Columbus Water Works didipeny 
: Seeks: Io Prevent City from 
Building Water Works 
Plant ‘of Its Own—In- 
“Junction Pailed, 


Columbus, Ga.,’ July —lepecieh.)—In 
the United States court 4n this ‘city todey 
the Mercantile Trust and Deposit: Com- 
pany, of Baltimore, filed,a pill, to restrain 
the city of Columbus and its officers from 
building a municipal system of water 
works or selling the $250,000 of water 
works bonds which the people of the 
city recently voted. The company is the 
trustee for the bondholders, to whom the 
Columbus Water Works> Company has 
issued $392,000 of bonds. 

The contract which was entered into in 
$881: between the>city ,of Cofumbus and 
the Cdtumbus Water Ww orks Company is 
cited, and it is declared that the city 
is violating the contract in proceeding 
to erect a water works system of its -oWn. 
The contract provided that the Colum- 
bus Water Works Company should have 
the exclusive privilege’ of operating a 
system of water works in Columbus for 
a period of thirty years, and that every 
fifteen years the city would have a right 
to buy, the price to be paid for the plant 
to be settled by arbitration. 

The trustee claims that the Columbus 
Water Works Company has carried out 
every provision of its contract, and that 
the city has no right to go ahead and 
build a system of water works in com- 
petition with it, as that will mean 
financial ruin of the Columbus Water 
Works Company; that such a step would 
not only cause the bondholders to lose 
¢heir interest, but a great part of their 
principal, 21s Columbus is too Small to 
support two water works systems, and 
the citizens would patronize. the munici- 
pal water works in order to avoid being 
taxed to meet any deficit In the revenntes. 

The trustee asks the court to enjoin 

the city from building or planning to 
build a water works system, and from 
entering into a contract for water with 
any company other than the Columbus 
Water Works Company. The court is 
alao asked to declare the present con- 
tract binding and valid. 
_ Judge Newman passed an order set- 
ting September 28 as the time for hearing 
the petition. He did not grant a tembo- 
rary injunction. 

The city of Columbus claims that the 
Columbus Water Works Company vio- 
lated its contract by failing to furnish a 
plentiful supply of pure water, and that 
jast summer their system faHed utterly, 
making it necessary to use river water.

Some time Wed- 
nesday night a prisoner in this corridor 
broke down the jet and a leak was made 
in the pipe, 

The sleeping apartments of the police 
matron are almost immediately above the 
white state deparfment and all the es- 
caping gas went iftto her room. 

For several days Mrs. Bohnefeld has 
been sick, and to this fact ‘she believes 
she owes her escape from death by as. 
phyxiation. Wednesday night she was 
réstiess and early Thursday morning she 
awakened suddenly with a bad headache. 
‘She immediately detected the fumes of 
gas and she hurried down stairs to notify 
the station sergeant and turnkey.” The 
leak im the broken pipe was found and 
the gas turned off at the meter, 

The leak was fixed yesterday afternowm. 
The matron was il! nearly all day from 
the effects of the gas. It could not be 
ascertained which one of the white state 
prisoherg broke the pipe as they all de- 
nied their guilt.

These cars average eleven hundred do!l- 
lars each, which shows the value of the 
peach crop in this immediate ° section 
to be $110,000.

This !s an exceptionally fine showing 
when it is remembered that this is little 
more than one-fourth of a crop. The 
largest profit on any ome car came to 
W. P. Simpson and amounted to $1,065 
net. Cothran & Co. received $1,052 net 
on one car The fruit this year is very 
fine. the finest for several seasons and 
prices are away up. Extra fancy peaches 
bring $2 per crafe f. o. b.

Only .one strip of territory will make 
anything like a full crop and that is the 
stretch from Summerville to Trion and 
Raccoon.

The exact status of the exposition ap- 
propriation resolution was the subject of 
some comment immediately after the sen- 
ate convened. 

Senator Harrell, of the eighth district, 
who was the only member of the ap- 
propriations committee voting against the 
resolution in  committee—not Senator 
Howell, as the types made it appear yes- 
terday—asked why it was the resolution 
was being read the first time, as an- 
nounced from the secretary’s desk, when 
it had been read on Wednesday and acted 
upon by the committee. 

President Howell explained that the 
secretary had read it a first time on Wed- 
nesday through error, not noticing that 
it had been immediately transmitted by 
the house and that, therefore, it should 
have gone over a day. It was because of 
this slight oversight that the resolution 
had been read again as for the first time 
and that a record in accordance with this 
last reacing had been made upon the bill. 

Senator Hopkins, chairman of the com- 
mittee, said he would have the resolution 
again acted upon by the committee if any 
member of that body was not satisfied 
that the action upon it on Wednesday 
represented the views of the committee, 
but Senator Harrell said he was thor- 
oughly satisfied; all he wanted was to 
have the legislative status made clear. 

A Court of Appeals. 

The bill of Senator Mathews providing 
for amendment of the constitution estab- 
lishing a court of appeals came before 

te with the favorable report of 
» jittec on amendments to the coii- 
Sr Mathews explained the purpose 
of .e bill, telling of its unanimous sup- 
port by the lawyers of the state and 
of committees of the State Bar Associa- 
tion which have given careful study to 
the problem of furnishing the necessary 
relief to the supreme court. He explained 
that the relief of the highest court, so as 
to enable it to give proper deliberation to 
the greater questions which come before 
it. is of the highest importance to the 
people. 

Senator Jordan opposed the bill on the 
idea that it is not necessary. He knew, he 
said, that some of the justices of the su- 
preme court did not believe this additional 
court is necessary, but that there should 
be legislation to provide for the final ad- 
judication of petty cases by the superior 
courts. He believed some such system is 
possible and that the desired end could 
be obtained without creating new offices. 

On motion of Senator Hopkins the fur- 
ther consideration of the bill was post- 
poned until next Tuesday, when it is mace 
the special order.

Torrens Land System. 

The joint resolution of Mr. Felder, of 
Bibb, which passed the house some days 
ago, providing for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate the Torrens 
system of registration of land titles, was 
passed by the senate. This provides for 
two members of the senate, three mem- 
bers of the house and three citizens of 
this state, these to be appointed by the 
governor, and it is made their duty to 
investigate and report, with recommenda- 
tions, to the next session of the general 
assembly. 

House Bills Passed. 

A general bill, introduced by Mr. Bell, 
of Milton, to amend section 1378 of volume 
1 of the code relative to admission to 
the common schools came from the com- 
mittee on education with two amend- 
ments, designed to make the purposes of 
the bill more clear. The bill provides 
that county school boards shall admit to 
schools near the line of: other counties, 
the pupils of such other counties when 
these schools are nearer than those in 
the school district in which the children 
reside. As the law stands, the admission 
of such children is made optional.

Commissioner Merritt's reply is as fol- 
lows: 

Atlanta, Ga., July 28, 1%8.—Messrs. W. 
S. West and Fondren Mitchell, Atlanta, 
Ga.—Gentlemen: I have received your 
letter asking me to state wiefly my views 
on the text-»o0ok uniformity bill which is 
now pending in ‘the general assembly. 

In 1897.1 had the honor to be a member 
of the book commission appointed by 
Governor Atkinson for the purpose of in- 
vestigating the methods of supplying 
school] books in other states and making 
recommendations to the governor and 
general assembly as to What would be 
best for the state of Georgia. I signed 
the majority report of that commission, 
which recommended a continuation of the 
county uniformity law in Georgia, with 
certtin amendments to ‘Same; these 
amendments were chiefly for the purpose 
of preventing frequemt and unnecessary 
changes by county boards. The recom- 
mendations of the commission of 1897 
were almost without exception embodied 
in tke bill passed by the legislature and 
approved by the governor on the 16th 
day of December, 1897. 

if conditions were the same _ today 
throughout the country as they were in 
1897, I would still tase the same position 
that I took in 1897—that is, I would be 
unwilling for Georgia to make an ex- 
periment with no better prospect of 
success in getting cheaper prices than 
there then seemed to be in 1897. At that 
time a large number of states had so- 
called uniformity laws, but not a single 
one of them had reduced prices for 
standard editions of the best’ school 
books. In fact, many of the states 
dlaiming to have uniformity did not 
have uniformity at all, but the _ state 
boards of those states selected elective 
lists of books from which the local boards 
could select. I did not then consider that 
system, and do not now consider it, as 
good as our Georgia system. The only 
state in 1897 that really got reduced 
prices on school books was the state of 
Indiana, and I could not indorse the law 
of that state. The Indiana law arbitrari- 
ly put a maximum price for each book 
used in the schools, these prices being 
very low. The result was that either 
inferior books’ had been taken or 
abridged editions of regular text-books 
were in uSe and were not equal t# those 
in use in Georgia. In Louislana, South 
Carolina and some other states where 
a system of state uniformity was in 
use, there had been no reduction in prices 
in any of the books adopted—the prices 
being the same as those paid tin Georgia 
umder the county adoption system. There 
we then, to my mind, strong argw- 
ments for state uniformity, but they 
were not sufficient to cause me to vote 
for it. unless there was some hope of 
gaining a reduction in price, which, up 
to that time, had not been done by any 
state: and it also seemed to me at that 
time that the publishers were in some 
kind of combination or agreement where2- 
by prices of existing text-books could 
not be reduced, for no publisher, so far 
as I know, up to that time, had ever 
made any reductions on any of their 
> a text-books in any state adop- 
tion.

report to the governor, the Texas state 
school board made a state adoption at 
largely reduced prices—the reduction of 
the retail prices of the different books 
adopted in Texas being from 20 to 30 
per cent, and practically all the books 
adopted in Texas were standard edi- 
tions, many of them used in Georgia. 
in Tenyesseea enacted a state text-

book law, ynder which a state adoption 
was made, and the prices obtained by 
Tennessee were even lower than those 
Obtained by Texas. Since that time 
Louisiana and South Carolina, both of 
which had previously had state adop- 
tions, but had not secured reduced prices, 
have made new adoptions at greatly re- 
duced prices, similar to those secured 
by Texas and Tennessee. The state of 
Alabama has this year passed a state 
uniformity law and made ean adoption for 
the entire state, which has greatly re- 
duced the prices of books for the state 
of Alabama, many of the books adopted 
in Alabuma being the same as are used 
in quite a number of our Georgia coun- 
ties; for instance, Baldwin's Readers, 
one of the most popular series in Geor- 
gia, have been adopted for Aiabama: the 
well-Known and popular Maury’s Geog- 
raphies were also adopted by the state ef 
Alabama at egreatiy reduced prices; Han- 
Ssell’s history, which is largely used in 
Georgia and sold at $1, will retail in Ala- 
bama at 70 cents. As it has been demon- 
Strated beyond any doubt that Georgia 
could greatly reduce the prices of books 
by state adoption, it seems to me that we 
cannot afford to force the children of 
this state to. pay more for the same 
books than is paid for them by the 
children of Alabama, Tennessee, North 
and Soath Carolina. 

North Carolina had state adoption for 
twenty vears prior t»-18%. When the re- 
publicans ana popnulists captured that 
state in 189% they repealed the state uni- 
formity law. One of the first general acts 
passed by the democrats when they re- 
gained control of the state in 1900, was to 
reenact the state uniformity book law. 
A majority of the books adopted in the 
state adoption were those already in use 
in the state almost exclusively, and the 
great reduction in prices that were se- 
cured by the state adoption showell the 
wisdom of the legislature of North Caro- 
lina in enacting the law. 

As I stated at the outset, mv own mind 
has been male up for more than two 
years that state uniformity is not only 
right, but the best thing for the people 
of Georgia, and I believe that a large 
majority of the people of Georgia want 
a uniform sciool-book law. I was per- 
fectiv willing, however. for those who 
wished information on the subject to have 
an investigation and have a commission 
appointed to investigate and report. I 
helleve tnat they would have been fully 
justified in having another commission, 
because conditions nave changed so great- 
ly since the report of the commission of 
L'7, that another commission would have 
brought out many facts of which the pub- 
lic generally are not aware. I was fully 
conversant with the changed con.itiens ig 
other states, but manv others seemed tc 
doubt the truth of the facts, and I, there- 
fore, recommended to the legislature in 
mv report that this commission should be 
apnotnted and report to the next general 
assembly. The commission, however. 
could not do more than establish the 
favis J have named above, except to go 
into greater detail. Many of the most 
popular and best school books used in 
Georgia today are being bought by the 
children of Tennessee, North Carolina. 
South Carolina, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Texas and Virginia, at prices much less 
than those paid by the children of Geor- 
gia. For instance, Balwin’s Readers are 
adopted at a reduced wrice in Alabama: 
Maury’'s Georgraphies and Hansell’s His- 
tory are adcpted at greatly reduced prices 
in Alatame, Louisiana and North Caro- 
lina. Wentworth’'s Arithmetics are adupt- 
ed at rreatly reduced prices in 'Tennessce 
and South Carolina. Hyde’s Grammars 
are adcpted in North Carolina and Louis- 
fann and sniee other states at much less 
prices than those paid by the children of 
Georgia. I could go on and enumerate 
other books which are well known and 
popular in Gvorgia, that are used in sur- 
rounding states and sold at much cheaper 
prices than the children of Georgia have 
to pay. Some of the books adopted in 
these states are special editions, or per- 
hapa have special bindings, but very many 
of them are the regular standard ed@i- 
tions of the text books, page for page, 
word for word, with exactly the same 
binding and same paper as those used 
in the state of Georgia; and the state 
boards in these states have, in every in- 
stance I believe, had the option of adopt 
ing books bound In cleth or boards, and 
when they have taken board bindings it 
has been because of the fact that they 
could get them much cheaper, and that 
the books were practically as good. 

I wish to say here, however, that Il 
do believe that it is just and right for 
your bill to exempt the local systems in 
the state that levy a local tax for the 
support and maintenance of their schools, 
and thig should apply equally to cities, 


towns and counties. In the county sys- 
tems of schools al] the money they re- 
ceive to operate the schools comes from 
the state.

Any com- 
munity that has sufficient interest in the 
cause Of education to levy a local tax 
to support a local system of schools for 
eight months in the year, ag provided 
for in your bill, should have special 
privileges and should be exempt frorn 
the operations of a general law on this 
subject. 

State uniformity will not only greatly 
cheapen prices of school books in Geor- 
gia, but will confer many other benefits. 
it will do more to unify the work of the 
schools in the state than any other oye 
thing. It igs impossible for the depart- 
ment of education tg make out or recom- 
mend a course of study suitable to the 
different counties or sections of the state, 
because of the fact that the different 
cOunties use different books: and it is 
impossible to make out a course of study 
thas could be followed, unless it is based 
on certain specific text-books. 

State uniformity would be of untold ad- 
vantage to the teachers of the state. 
The department of education in prepar- 
ing questions for the examination of 
teacwiers finds great difficulty in preparing 
questions that will be suited to teach- 
ers in the different counties. As is wel! 
known, every one standing an examina- 
tion prepares for it, and tries to frante 
their answers from the books used in 
their respective counties... As the various 
counties have different books, you can 
see at what great disadvantage a majority 
of the teachers in the state have in 
standing these examinations. If one se- 
ries of books could be used throughout 
the entire state the questions for exam- 
inations would be uniform and no te cher 
could fail in the examination beeause 
of not ‘understanding the question, for 
the teachers’ examinations and the gen- 
eral course of study for all the schoois 
in the state would be based on-> the 
same books and better results would be 
Secured all round. 

There are a number of other reasons 
in favor of the nassage of your bill, but 
most of these have been developed in 
the disenssion of this question and are 
well known to you and to the people 
of the state, 

J have read the bill which is pending. 
and I believe it contains the best features 
which J find in the laws of other states 
where condit:ens are similar to the con- 
ditions in Georgia.

If it be true and the committee 
can locate the cases in which the lob- 
bying was done, whether effectively 
or not, we are gure the general as- 
sembly will purge itself promptly, and 
Will punish accordingly. 

If the charges turn out to be with- 
out foundation other than suspicion 
and irresponsible gossip the effects of 
having scandalized the general assem- 
bly and the state in the making of 
them will fall heavily on their au- 
tnors.

Mr. Stephens was a man of singular 
eminence. Handicappea from the 
start with meager resources for self- 
education, laboriously trained for the 
law, delicate in physique, he yet be 
came one of the most forceful and 
respected psychological statesmen of 
any erain governments. Being of few 
fleshly appetites his development ran 
to the increments of mind and spirit, 
so that his labors concentred on phi- 
losophy and counsel] rather than upon 
partizanship and construction. 

It is impossible for any man to lay 
a pointing finger upon any supreme 
efficient act of his career. No great 
measure giving, preserving or prepar- 
ing,a way for human rights is associ- 
ated with his career in congress before 
or after the civil war. He invented 
no innovation, built no policy and es- 
tablished no precedent in legislation 
or: / sin 
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Pat was it, then, that made him

great? It was the spirit that governed 
and controlled that delicate mechan- 
ism of a vibrant mind in a tenuous 
frame. He filled the atmosphere with 
the force of his philosophy, perfumed it 
with the odors of his truthfulness and 
faithfulness, and radiated it to the 
ends of the nation with lusty shafts 
of light from the blade of justice that 
ceaselessly he poised and parried by 
his courageous hand. 
Alexander H. Stephens left in Geor- 
gia a pervading spirit of righteousness 
@s-the true function of public service 
and organized government and for that 
Georgians will love his memory fer- 
ever. He left to the nation an ex- 
ample of patience, probity and patriot- 
ism that compels yet and will more 
attract in the future the admiration 
and imitation of pure Americans, 
Justly and proudly, then, can Georgia 
thus honor his name and services. 


County Legislation. 

Several of the western states are en- 
gaged in devising methods to relieve 
their general assemblies of the mass 
and burden of county local legislation. 
It is‘a well known fact that there are 
thousands of matters of purely local 
interest that are annually brought be- 
fore the state legislatures, consuming 
the time of their sessions, side-track- 
ing important general measures, and 
Causing controversies that are not 
Seemly and should not be saddled 
upon the consideration of the repre- 
sentatives of all the people, 

The efforts to which we refer are 
directed toward the elimination of lo- 
cal county legislation from the gen- 
eral assembly. According as their 
constitutions require these gchemes 
vary. In some states county boards 
of commissioners are the legislative 
agents of their several counties. In 
others it is proposed, as in Minnesota, 
we believe, to réquire each county to 
elect a local legislative body, compos- 
ed of a delegate from each township 
of the county, which is to hold one 
meeting annually for adopting, revis- 
ing or amending the acts governing 
county matters that do not have, by 
the constitution, to be passed upon in 
general bills by the state legislature. 
Special sessions of these county leg- 
islatures may be convened by the pre- 
siding officer upon the written request 
of two-thirds of the members. In this 
way emergencies can be met and mal- 
operating laws be easily repealed or 
amended. 

It is regarded as a crude survival of 
a bad habit that the senators and rep- 
resentatives of all the people should 
be required to waste time, money and 
much debate over measures that af- 
fect only the wishes and interests of a 
Single county. The anachronism of 
the system and the waste involved are 
unnecessary and often take on the 
characteristics of a farce. 

A county legislature, acting under a 
genera) bill of rights from the. state 
legislature, could. within a few days 
eve"y year dispose of all subjects of 
purely county interest and authority, 
such as establishing school districts, 
fixing fees or salaries of county offi- 
cers, apportioning funds, etc. 

Wherever the system is in vogue 
the best of results have been achieved. 
The peaple secure quick and satisfac- 
tory legislation equal to that which 
is Lad in cities under the authority of 
genera] charters and the action of city 
councils. In all matters of local con- 
cern the popular will can find easier 
expression, whether for the prompt 
making or the repeal of county acts. 

From every standpoint this sort of 
legislation presents 
scheme that should be attractive to a 
people devoted to home rule, public 
economy and the far more valuable ef- 
fect of keeping popular interest alive 
and intelligent in dealing with county 
government.

The bill to make an appropriation 
for a Georgia representation at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition in St. 
Louis next year is now before the 
senate, having passed the house. 

The Constitution has wyittcn enough 
about the constitutionality and desira- 
bility of making this Georgia exhibit 
to leave no one in doubt of our posi- 
tion. We believe the bill should be 
passed promptly and the money made 
available so that it can be used to 
the best advantage in the scant time 
yet left to us in which to assemble 
an exhibit of Georgia’s resources that 
will be creditable and profitable to the 
state. : 

The opportunity is one of great pos- 
sibilities and should be used to the 
fullest of them within the limits of 
the appropriation asked for. 


The Predicament of the Bear. 

A recent cartoon warns Uncle Sam 
that the Russian bear is “not tied.” 
This fact may prove exceedingly for- 
tunate—for the bear. In the event 
that it should be incumbent on him 
to take the back-track from some of his 
recent advances it will be lucky for 
him that he is not chained to the spot 
where he is now sitting on his 
haunches—say, in Manchuria. 

The failure of Count Cassini to di- 
vorce the mutual interests of England 
and the United States in China and 
the fact that both of them con- 
tinue to pat Japan on the back in that 
spunky nation’s resistance to Russian 
encroachments over Manchuria, make 
ft rather dangerous for the bear and 
his squatter rights in that region. 

To the casual reader it may look fool- 
hardy for little Japan to perk her mil- 
itary plumes gaucily in the face of the 
enormous and belligerent Russian em- 
pire. Most men are disposed to think 
of Japan as a pigmy nation and people 
and of Russia as a Goliath of power 
and a Golconda of war-making re- 
sources. The proposed fight between 
them figures as an attempt by the 
monkey to crowd the elephant out of 
the ring. ne 

Japan, however, has a naval fleet in 
eastern waters greater than

Russia, and, if well handled, can win 
a water fight that will confine the 
Bear’s forces to Port Arthur, Dalny 
and the mainland. But if Japan should 
lose on the water she has 250,000 
trained soldiers who can repel twice 
their number from invading their king- 
dom. Besides, the smaller cost to 
Japan of fighting near or at home, 
while Russia must undergo great ex- 
pense to throw her armies across the 
continent, is a great make weight in 
her favor if war should actually oc- 
cur. 

The assistance France could give to 
Russia would not be formidable, while 
the moral backing-up that Japan would 
get from England and the United 
States would be a large increment to 
her courage and resources in the con- 
flict. Hence, if wise diplomacy pre- 
vails, there will be no war and China 
will open her ports to the commerce 
of the world with ample guaranties of 
her imperial safety and only a com- 
meércial warfare for her valuable and 
coveted markets.

INTENTIONS OF RUSSIA 
AS VIEWED IN ENGLAND 


(From The London Post.) 


ister of war, being on a special mission 
in the Far East, hag collectedat Port Ar- 
thur a large number of officials, including 


@ good many generals and admirals. 
There is also at the same place an army 
and a respectable Russian fleet. The offi- 
clas are there to confer with the minister 
of war. and those persons at Port Ar- 
thur whose curiosity has been excited 
have been told that one of the objects 
of the conference is to arrange for the 
consolidation of Russia's possessions in 
that part of the world. 

Nothing is more likely than that the 
Russian government wishes to consolidate 
its Far Eastern possessions, but exact'y 
what consolidation means is the last 
thing which General Kuropatkin is likely 
to explain. Those who want to know what 
Russia is aiming at will either have to 
wait until the Russian minister of war 
Shows his hand or to divine for them- 


putate the dead 


selves. Up to a certain point the divina- 
tion ig easy. 

The situation in the Far East and in the 
rest of the world, and the modern history 
of Russian policy, are known data from 
which perfectly safe inferences can bé 
made. The only precaution needed is ‘tv 
avoid carrying the inferences too far into 
detail. Russia has taken possession cf 
Manchuria; that is one obvious fact, 
though opiniong differ as to the name 
that should be applied to the form of 
tenure. Russian diplomatists when dis- 
cugsing the matter with foreign govern- 
ments employ milder terms than posses- 
sion, one of them being temporary occu: 
pation. Sensible people will not quarre- 
about names, especially as in almost all 
known cases temporary occupation is & 
phrase in which the adjective has only 2 
forma] validity. 

The second obvious fact is that, having 
Manchuria, Russia means to keep that 
country, if she can. That is a part oft 
Russia's policy, though no doubt it Is not 
the whole even of her far eastern policy. 
The business of General Kuropatkin s 
conference is, we imagine, to settie what 
shall be the next move in the game, or 
perhaps to assist the general in deciding 
how the next move, which may be al- 
ready determined on, is tu be carried out. 


In considering the execution of a pro- 
gramme such as Russia's it is necessary 
to look not merely at Russia’s wishes ana 
her means of realizing them, but. also 
at the wishes of her opponents and at 
the means at thete disposal. There is, 
first of all, China. China, as much as 
any other power, dislikes parting with 
territory. But no power is on China’s 
side in ‘the sense in which China desires. 
China prefers isolation; she would keep 
shut doors which every other power 
would open at any rate for itself. There 
seems to be no power willing to fight for 
China, though there are several that 
would take limited risks to help China 
to keep what she has in return for 
greater or less concessions. In short, 
each power, in so far as it has a policy 
at all in the Far East, aims at the de- 
velopment or defense of what it conceives 
to be its own interests. First in order, 
because most nearly concerned, comés 
Japan. Japanese policy rightly aims al 
the reservation of a sphere of Japanese 
influence in Korea, and then at the ex- 
tension of Japanese influence in as mticn 
more of China as possible, the distinction 
being that in the rest of China Japan Is 
ready to admit the influence of other 
powers. Japan cannot .but greatly dis- 
like the Russian possession of Manchu- 
ria, because it has been gained at the 
expense of Japan, which a few years ago 
held a part of the country and because 
so soon as Russia's hold on Manchuria 
has been consolidated not only is Japan 
walled in at the north end of Korea, but 
it becomes difficult for her to maintain 
her ascendancy in Korea itself. Japan 
in resistance to Russia will go to any 
lengths consistent with prudence. That 
she will fight if and when her states- 
men see a reasonable prospect of success 
appears to us to be an elementary fact. 
The other powers more or less concerned 
are the United States, Germany, France 
and Great Britain. 

The United States dislike the Russian 
appropriation of Manchuria because it 
means the exclusion of American trade 
from that country. But whether the 
American government would in any case 
take part in naval or military opera- 
tions for the purpose of resistance to 
Russia’s policy is very doubtful. 

Germany will certainly not oppose 
Russia either in negotiation or by force, 
and in any dispute will try to hold the 
diplomatic balance for her own profit. 

Great Britain and France have Interests 
of their own in the Far East, and are 
bound by treaties to the two powers 
chiefly concerned. Great Britain’s treaty 
with Japan engages her to assist Japan 
in war against Russia if and when Russia 
has an ally acting with her in such a 
War. 

The alliance between Russia and 
France was formerly supposed not ex- 
pressiy to bind the two powers to co- 
operate In the Far East, but it Is believed 
that since the Anglo-Japanese treaty was 
published a special agreement covering 
the Far East has ‘been made between 
France and Russia. That this is the 
ease Is asserted, for example, in the na- 
val annual published {in Germany under 
the title ‘‘Nauticus,.” of which a new 
volume has just appeared. 

Last, but not least, among the facts of 
the situation, must he mentioned that 
Japanese statesmen have for some time 
been considering whether their country 
has anything to gain by putting off the 
struggle with Russia until Russia’s hold 
on Manchuria has been consolidated 
and that pending the decision some of 
the preliminaries of preparation have been 
set in train. The British government 
can hardly intend to be drawn into a 
war for the purpose of driving Russia out 
of Manchuria. Had that been contem- 
plated the treaty with Japan ought to 
have heen made years ago while the 
Japanese troops were in Port Arthur, 
or, at any rate, when British men of war 
were in the harbor. But any further en- 
croachment by Russia on Chinese terri- 
tory or on Korea would probably be the 
end of Japan's patience and precipitate 
war in the Far East. 


It will be seen that fn this as in all 
Other cases of possible disputes regarding 
remote interests in any part of the world 
the vital matter is the relation between 
the European powers. The possibility of 
a disturbance in the Far East accen- 
tuates the importance of the relations 
between Great Britain and France, and, 
indeed, between all those great European 
powers that have any interests in the 
Far East. 3 

It is because no government can de- 
cide on its course in regard to such a 
question as the future of China without 
fully considering its relations with all 
the great powers that we have sv long 
maintained that national policy can not 
be cut up into compartments. Suppose 
that the government of the marquis of 
Salisbury had known its mind in regard 
to China—a supposition which we think 
inconsistent, with the emptv phrases em. 
ployed instgad of a policy throughout the 
period between the Japanese evacuativug 
of Port Arthur and the close of the late 
disturbances—it would still have been 
necessary, if eeffct was to be given to 
the British governmens’s wishes, to form 
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Genera! Kuropatkin, the Russian min-

Three scruii- 
neers, chosen by lot, take their places at 
& table before the high altar, on which 
Stands a large chalice, intended to serve 
as a “voting urn.”” Each cardinal. tn fis 
order of seniority, takes, fills up, and 
folds a blank ballot paper, which is in 
this form: 
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The portions meant for the signature 
and the motto are made so that they are 
tu be folded over and safely sealed down, 
leaving only the vote visible to the scruti- 
The motto is a private formula of 
any kind, which each cardinal chooses 
along with an arbitrary number end 
keeps secret—the only rule being that he 
must keep the same throughout. Its 
object is to enable certain verifications 
to be made »y the scrutineers, if neces- 
Sary, without unsealing the signature it- 
self. When filed up in the customary 
Latin formula and unsealed, a ballot pa- 
per would read thus, the circles marking 
the places where the folded slips will be 
sealed down: 


neers, 
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When his ballot paper is sealed end 
ready, each cardinal goes to the altar, 
makes oath that he votes according to 
his conscience, and puts his paper fn the 
chalice. If any are sick three “infirma- 
rians’’ are sent to gét their ballot papers 
and deposit them in like manner. When 
all have voted, the scrutineerg collect the 
papers, and read the votes aloud, so that 
all the cardinals can tick off the result of 
the polling lists which are distributed to 
them. If any one gets a two-thirds ma- 
jority on the first call, the votes are ver- 
ified and the election completed at once. 
If not, the cardinals all vote Over again, 
with fresh ballot-papers, by way of “ac- 
cession.’’ This means that a voter can 
transfer his vote, if he chooses, from the 
person for whom he first voted, to any 
other person who has received any votes 
on the first call. He cannot vote again 
for his own first choice. He cannot vote 
by accession for some one who has noi 
at least one valid vote already. And he 
cannot vote e!ther on the first or Second 
time for himself. But if (as happened in 
the election of the late pope) a candidate 
has received half or more thad half the 
votes on the first round, it often happens 
that several other cardinals—in that case 
a dozen—‘‘accede” to his name on the 
second round, so that he either sécures at 
once the necessary two-thirds majority 
or comes so near it that his election at 
the next ballot is morally certain. Only 
In one case is the upper half of the vot- 
ing paper unsealed, and the name of the 
voter made known. If & man obtains by 
Original votes and accessions the bare 
number necessary to elect, then he is ask- 
ed to declare what his own motto was. 
and his ballot papér is unsealed, in order 
to make sure that he has not voted for 
himself. 

When each scrutiny is over and the re- 
sult of the voting declared, the papers are 
at once burned, all the cardinals being 
still present. When there is no élection. 
the custom is to burn them with a few 
handfuls of damp straw, which serves 


as an indication to the outside public by 
means of the smoke (“sfumata’’) which 
issues from the well-known chimnéy that 
the interregnum is not yet over. When 
the election is complete the papers are 
burned alone, so that no perceptibie “‘stu- 
mata” is produced, and everybody hastens 
to spread the news so that the erowd 
gathers in -the great plazza to hear the 
proclamation, which is delayed an hour 
or two by necessary formalities. Oddly 
enough, when Leo XIII was elected, some 
mischance caused it to be thought etitside 
that there was the usual “smoke,” an¢ 
consequently there was hardly any one in 
the piazza when the chief of the cardina) 
deacons appeared at the window over the 
great doors. 

When the final scrutiny is complete, it ts 
the duty of the dean of the Sacred college 
to ask the pope-elect if he accepts the 
office, which in theory he is quite entitied 
to refuse. Leo XIII was, it ie said, with 
great difficulty persuaded to take up a 
burden which he regarded as altogether 
beyond his strength. If the cardinal des- 
ignate accepts, he is then at once called 
on to choose the new name by which he 
is henceforth to be known. Then the 
other cardinals proceed at once to do 
homage to him as the new pope, the doors 
of the conclave are unlocked and the 
deacon goes off to proclaim the result to 
the people in the sonorous formula “An- 
nuntio vobis gaudium magnum: habemus 
pontificem.” Seon afterwards the - pope 
himself comes out to the same loggia of 
St. Peter’s and gives for the first time the 
customary benediction “urbi et orbi.”’

House Spends Much of Day in 
Parliamentary Wrangle 


Vagrancy Bill and One or Two Other 
Minor Measures Passed — No 
Steering Committee Wanted. 
Davis Resolution Is 
Not Rescinded. 


The house spent a large part of the 
day yesterday in seemingly unnecessary 
Wrangling. There was a long discussion 
of the question as to whether members of 
visiting ccmmittees should have only ac- 
tua] expenses as per’itemized statement, 
Or should be permitted to charge railroad 
fare when they travel on passes. The 
semized statement won the day. 

The vagrancy bill, by Mr. Calvin, of 

Richmond, was passed, as were also bills 
to amend the alternative road law and the 
flaw about ore railroad paralleling an- 
Other within 10 miles, so as to exempt 
suburban electric lines. 
-The house spent some time considering 
Feports from the committee on rules. It 
refused to entertain the idea of a steering 
committee, and instructed the rules com- 
Mittee to report on the resolutions calling 
for special orders. 

An hour of the afternoon session was 
Spent in debating a point of orier and an 
appeal from the decision of the chair 
relative to a substitute on the uniform 
text-book question. 

Then when a resolution was reported 
fixing the convict bill as a special ordcr 
for next Tuesday morning the house re- 
fused to adopt it, passing instead a reso- 
lution to stick to the house calendar uns 
til Wednesday. 

Absolutely nothing has been done by the 
house relative to the disposition of the 
felony convicts and the body appears to 
have been largely frittering away its time 
in useless wrangles. 

The indications are now that this ques- 
tion, the most important of the session, 
will not be settled before midnight of the 
last day of the session, perhaps not until 
early mogning of the day following. 

Should ‘the day of adjournment come 
without the legislature reaching some 
conclusion as to the disposition of the 
felony convicts an extra session may be 
nhecessitated. The Constitution has al- 
ready called attention to this possibility. 
Governor Terrell wtll say nothing, as the 
matter has not reached him and may not 
fo so. But the question is one that must 
be settled because the present law is 
operative only until April 1, 1904. 

Vagrancy Bill Is Passed. 

The house passed, after very little dis- 
cussion, the vagrancy bill, by Mr. Calvin, 
of Richmond, amending the present va- 
grancy laws in several particulars. Mr. 
Calvin explained the terms of the bill, 
showing the necessity for some legisla- 
tion to define more clearly who shali be 


“considered vagrants. 


An interesting feature was the incor- 
poration in the measure of one of the 
best principles of the child labor bill. This 
Was an amendment by Mr. Stanford. of 
Harris, providing that all persons able 
to work and who, instead of working, 
live on the wages of their minor children. 
shall be considered vagrants, amenable 
to punishment as for a misdemeanor. 
This amendment hits at the idle father 
who lives upon the wages earned by his 
children in the cotton mills, or wherever 
else he may put them to work. 

Under the bill by Mr. Calvin, the fol- 
lowing are defined to be vagrants: 

“1. Persons wandering or strolling about 
fn idleness who are able to work and 
have no property to support them. 

“2. Persons leading an idle, immoral 
or profligate life, who have no property 
to support them, and who are able t» 
work and do not work. 

“3. All persons able to work, having no 
property to support them, 2nd who have 
no visible or known means of a fair. hon- 
est and reputable livelihood. The term 
‘visible and known means of a fair. hon- 
est and reputable livelihood,’ as used in 
this section, shall be construed to mean 
reasonably continuous employment at 
some lawful occvpation for reasonable 
compensation or a fixed and regular in- 
come from property or other investment 
the income from which ‘s sufficiert for 
the support and maintenance of such 
vagrant. 

“4. Persons having a fixed abode. who 
have no visible property to support them 
and who lite by stealing or by trading 
cr bartering stolen property. — 

“S. Professional gamblers living in idle- 


mh, All able-bo 

~ able-bodied rsons . 
found beg¢gine for a alae Se pe ante 
their houses and leave their wives and 
chiidren without the means of sub- 
oy ; si 

‘7. Persona who are able to w 
de not work, but hirc a cate daene 
children and live on their wages.” 

The vorincipal amendments to the pres- 
ent law are found in paragraphs 3 and 7 
of the foregoing. 

Under Mr. Calvin's bill it is made “the 
duty of the sheriff? and constables ir 
every county, the police and town mar- 
ehals other like officials in every town 
ard city in this state, to give information 
to scme justice of the peace of all vagrants 
within their knowledge, or whom they 
have good reason to suspect as being 
vagrants, in their respective cornties, 
towns and cities; thereupon the said jus- 
tice of the peace shall issue a warrant 
for the apprehension of the person a}l- 
teged to be a vagrant, and upon being 
brought before hir, the justice of the 
peace, and probable cause be shown, shall 
tind euch person over to any court of the 
county having jurisdiction in misde- 
meanor cases.”’ 

The bili further provides that, “if, upon 
@ itéai before a jury sworn to inquire 
whether such person be a vagrant or not, 
the fact of vagrancy be established, the 
gaid vagrant shall be bound in sufficient 
security, in the discretion of the court, 
Yor his future industry and good conduci 
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+recommendation of the grand jury, 


for one year, said bond to be 
the court. Upon such vagrant’s refusa 
or failure to give such security, he shall 
be punished as for a misdemeanor.” 

As will be seen from the foregoing, 
this vagrancy bill makes some radical 
changes in the present law, and if it be- 
comes a law, there will be little opportun- 
ity in the future for the average citizen 
to dodge work of sOme sort. 


The house passed the bill by a vote of } 


17 to 7. 
The Alternative Road Law. 

Messrs. McCurry, of Hart, and Fieids, 
of Dooly, bad a good majority of the 
house with them on their bill amending 
the alternative road iaw and it was pass- 
ed by a vote of 110 to 19%. On a former oc- 
casion the bill was defeated, but the ac- 
tion of the house was reconsidered. 

The bill was passed by substitute, and 
provides that when the alternative road 
law goes into effect in any county = 

t 
shall not be rescinded within three years, 
except by a vote of the people at an 
election which may be held under certain 
conditions. In other words, the bill gives 
the people of any county the right to 


' vote on the alternative road law, whereas 


at present the law depends altogether 
on the recommendation of the grand jury. 

It seems Dooly, Hart and several other 
counties want to do away with the alter- 
native road law, and this is about the 
only way in which the matter could be 
arrived at. 

Mr. McCurry said he thought it prob- 
able that the people of his county would 
adopt the road law, but he desired to 
give them an opportunity to pass upon it. 

No Steering Committee Wanted. 

The house flatly turned down the prop- 
osition from the committee on rules look- 
ing to the appointment of a steering com- 
mittee. Instead of reporting yesterday 
on the twenty-five or more resolutions 
looking to fixing certain bills and reso- 
lutions as special orders, the rules com- 
mittee brought in a substitute providing 
for the appointment of a committee of 
elevém whose duty was to be to prescribe 
the order of business each day for the re- 
mainder of the session. 

The resolution raised a littl storm of 
protest. Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, tried to 
make a few remarks in opposition, but 
was ruled out of order. 

“Tl would lke to inquire,” said Mr. 
Knight, of Berrien, “if this resolution 
means nothing more nor less than the ap- 
pointment of a steering committee for 
this house.’”’ 

He was informed that his surmise was 
correct. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, offered a substi- 
tute providing that the house calendar be 
made the special order for the next four 
days. 

The house, on viva voce vote, adopted 
the motion of Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, 
sending the resolution back to the com- 
mittee on rules with instructions to re- 
port one way or another on the resolu- 
tions proposing to fix special orders. 

The difference fn these two methods is 
that the whole house will fix the order of 
business by three-fourths vote instead of 
this being done by a committee of eleven, 
appointed by the speaker, as would have 
been the case had the ‘‘steering commit- 
tee” resolution been adopted. It has Been 
several years since the house has had @ 
steering committee, and there has been 
much opposition to dt of late because of 
past abuses of its power. 

The house reconsidered its action in de- 
feating the bill by Mr. Adams, of Put- 


nam, making it a misdemeanor for any | 


one to obtain advances on a contract to 
perform labor or services, with intent 
to defraud. The measure now takes its 
place at the foot of the calendar. 


Chancellor Hill To Speak. 

The house unanimously adopted the 
senate resolution providing for a joint 
session at 12 o’clock noon today, for the 
purpose of hearing an address fgrom 
Chancellor Walter B. Hill of the State 
University, relative to the past, present 
and future of that institution. An annual 
address from the chancellor is provided 
for under the law, and an invitation was 
extended to him some days 4go. Chan- 
cellor Hill recently replied to the invi- 
tation stating that today would best suit 
his convenience, and the resolution pro- 
viding for a joint session was passed. 

Must Itemize Accounts. 

The house refused to rescind the Davis 
resolution yesterday. The Davis resOlution 
was passed at the last session, and pro- 
vided that all members of sub-committees 
appointed to visit state institutions should 
submit itemized accgunts and should re- 
ceive only actual expenses, 

Mr. Steed. of Taylor,introduced the reso- 
lution looking to repealing the Davis reso- 
lution, at the request of the penitentiary 
committee, and it was this resolution 
that was defeated by a vote of 75 to 6, 
leaving the situation just as it has stood 
all along. 

The discussion was brought on by & 
resolution passed by the auditing com- 
mittee, which Mr. Hall, of Bibb, asked 
to have read for the Information of the 
house. This resolution notificd the mem- 
bers of the house that the auditing com- 
mittee will in the future demand from 
members of committees named to visit 
state institutions an itemized statement 
of expenditures accompanied by receipts 
for all money spent, before such mem- 
bers will te reimbursed for such ex- 
penses. Mf. Hall said this was in ac- 
cordance with the law on the subject as 


he had found it. 

Following this Mr. Steed, of Taylor, 
chairman of the penitentiary committee, 
introduced the resolution to rescind the 
Davis resolution passed at the last sés- 
sion, which provided that visiting com- 
mitteemen shall submit itemized ac- 
counts end receive only actual expenses. 
This reseinding resolution was _ intro- 
duced, Mr. Steed said, at practically the 
unanimous request of the members of 
the penitentiary committee. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, made the 
point that the resolution was not privi- 
leged, but the speaker held to the con- 
trary, as he said it affects the interests 
of almost every member of the house. 
Then Mr. Mitchell made a motion to 
table the resolution, which was lost by 
the close vote of 56 to : 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, tried to make 4 
speech against the resolution, but some 
one got in ahead of him with the call 
for t previeus question. The ayes and 
nays were called and practically the 
only debate on the subject came onder 
the head of explaining votes. 

“tionest men don’t mind submitting 
itemizea accounts,” said Mr. Grice in 
explaining his vote, ‘“‘and dishonest men 
ought to be made to do it.” 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, declared Mr. Steéd’s 
resolution propesed to repeal a state law. 
the law requiring not only an -itemized 
statement, but receipts. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, called atten- 
tion to the fact that under the Davis 
resolution the state saved last year over 


Mr. Moses, of Coweta, said the Davis 
resolution was a reflection on the hon- 
esty of the members of the house. He 
mentioned the gentieman from Bibb as 
having made some such refiection. Mr. 
Hall at once arose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege, saying the gentleman 
had no right to charge him with making 
any such reflection. 

Then Mr. Moses made a remark about 
some member who had heartily support- 
ed the Davis resolution, having charged 
the full $20 for committee work. 

“What recofd shows that I ever 
charged $20?” thundered Mr. Hall, But 
it was explained he was not referred to, 
and there was a hearty laugh. 

Mr. Rawis, of Effingham, ctagirman of 
the auditing committee, sdid he objected 
to being put In the position of question- 
ing the honesty of any member of the 
house. Some members had ridden on 
passes and charged railroad fare, and 
he thought that a matter which was 
wholly with the conscience of each mem- 
ber. voted for the Steed resolution. 
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and Wilson, of Clay, algo f 


spoke in behalf of the resolution. They 
showed how the work of these visiting 
committees had fallen off, and said little 
attention was now paid to many of these 
state institutions. : 

The resolution was then defeated by a 
vote of 75 to 66. This means that all mem- 
bers of visiting subcommittees to state 
institutions shall.be allowed only actual 
expenses in making such trips, and in 
future they must submit not only item- 
ized statements, but receipts for all the 
money so spent. 4 


_ The Convict Question. 


An effort was made at the afternoon 
session of the house yesterday to have 
the convict question set as the special 
order for next Tuesday, this having re- 
ceived a f report from the com- 
mittee iy et: 

The house, © er, would not have it 
this way. By e than three-fourths 
majority, it adopted a resolution provid- 
ing that the regular order on the calen- 
dar shall be followed for the next four 
working days, up to and including Tues- 
day. It is proposed until that time to take 
up bills and resolutions in their regular 
order. 

Those who are taking the most active 
interest in the settlement of the convict 
question, state, however, they will prob- 
ably get the matter up Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday at latest. Still there is a preva- 
lent belief that this question will not 
be entirely settled until somewhere about 
midnight of the day of sine die adjourn- 
ment. 

It is said some efforts have been made 
to arrive at a compromise looking to 
putting certain short term convicts on 
the roads—a compromise on which the 
advocates of the Steed bill might come 
to an understanding with those original 
supporters of the Felder proposition and 
the substitutes for it. The chief question 
involved is what shall be the maximum 
length of the term of those convicts per- 
mitted to be worked on the public roads. 
The ‘Candler compromise” put it at 
ten years. 

It is reported many of the advocates of 
the Steed bill would agree to put it 
at five years, but the “Candler com- 
promise crowd” refuses to g0 as lOW as 
that. It is just possible an agreement 
may be reached to put it somewhere be- 
tween five and ten years. 
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A Street Railway Bill. 


The house passed, by a vote of 88 to 2 
the bill by Senator Perry, of the thirt é 
third, proposing to amend section 2180 of 
volume 2 of the code relative to the lay- 
ing out of routes of street railways. 

This bill exempts street and suburban 
railways, operated by electricity, from the 
provisions of the law which prohibits 
the building of one line of railroad with- 
in 10 miles of and paralle] to another. 
There was no special opposition to the 
bill and it would undoubtedly have had 
a@ larger vote had not the attendance been 
small, 


Uniform Text-Books. 


“House Bill No. 1” was reached yester- 
day. There is generally a laugh when 
the clerk announces: 

“The next bill for a third readi - 
house bill No, 1.’’ Sisitete 

House bill No. 1 is the uniform text- 
book bill. There is about as hot a fight 
on over this measure ag there is on the 
convict question. 

The origina} bill was introduced by Mr. 
West, of Lowndes, but the committee re- 
pomed favorably by substitute, and the 
latter bears the name of Messrs. West, 
of Lowndes; Mitchell, of Thomas, and 
Whitley, of Douglas. 

After the substitute had been read Mr. 
Cann offered as a substitute for the 
whole a resolution prov_ding for the ap- 
pointment of a commission to investigate 
the subject of uniform text-books, and 
report to the next session of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

Mr. Mitchell, of Thomas, made thé 
point of order that the resolution was out 
of order, as it was not germain to the 
uniform text-book bill. Mr. Cann claimed 
that the resolution covered the same sub- 
ject matter as the bill, and that it was 
germain in accordance with a ruling es- 
tablished by the speaker in connection 
with the franchise tax bill and permitted 
the introduction of a measure with differ- 
ent purport as a substitute for the origi- 
nal bill. 

Speaker Morris ruled that Mr. Cann’s 
substitute was germain and could be con- 
sidered in that connection. Mr. Mitchell 
appealed from the decision of the chair, 
speaking in opposition to it. Mr. Sla- 
tan, of Fulton, made a speech sustaining 
the attitude of the speaker. 

On the call of the roll Speaker Mor- 
ris was sustained by a vote of 71 to BS. 
The. hour of adjournment had arrived, 
and house bill No. 1 came over until to- 
day ,when it will come up as unfinished 
business of the previous session.

TO BE INVESTIGATED

ative body. It is that, and its congerv- 
atism makes it a most valuable factor in 
the state’s government. I believe that 
this cor.servatism contributes to the right 
solution of things taken in the aggre: 
gate, Sometimes the senate has voted 
down measures which I have advocated. 
but that docs not lessen my admiration 
of the senate as a body or my apprecia- 
tion of the value of its conservatism. 

“So far as the suggestion that there has 
been any effort to improperly approach 
members of this body, or of the general 
assembly taken as a whole, I do not be- 
lieve there has been a@ single instance. of 
that kind. I believe we should not dignify 
these ephemeral charges by adoptirg this 
resolution of investigation. I am sure 
there is no ground for any of these petty 
charges, no matter from what scurce they 
many come, or for their being spread 
abroad in the newsrapers, The best 
possible reply we can make te- such 
charges would, in my judgment, be to 
ignore them entirely, and the best way 
to do that is for the senate to table these 
resolutions. I therefore move that they 
‘be tabled.”’ 

Senator Dodd said that to adopt the 
resolutions would in his judgment mean 
to give undue and unwarranted dignity to 
a@ lot of sensational utterances of what 
he termed yellow journalism. In his 
opinion, for tne senate to adopt such a 
resolution would be taken in some quar- 
ters as meaning that in the opinion of 
senators there might be enough in these 
charges of icbbying to warrant an in- 
vestigation by the general assembly; for 
his part, he did not believe there was the 
least ground for such charges, and he did 
not believe any other member of the 
legislature honestly believed there was 
any ground for the allegation of lobby- 
ing. 

President Howell Argues Adoption. 

President Howell, having called Sena- 
tor Davis to the chair, strongly advocated 
the adoption of the resolutions. He hoped, 
he said, that the resolution would not be 
laid upon the table. There had b#en no 
charges of lobbying except from some 
few members of the coordinate branch of 
the general assembly. These were general 
and sweeping in their nature and reflected 
upon every member of both houses, Sim- 
ple justice to its own membership de- 
manded that the senate should furnish the 
men making the charges the opportunity 
to establish their truth or to announce to 
the world that they had been mistaken. 
Lobbying is made a crime in Georgia; if 
any man is guilty ne should be punished. 
If any member of either house knew of 
the commissfon of this crime it was his 
duty to bring forward the proof in order 
that the guilty might be punished; if he 
had no such proof and no basis for such 
charges it should be made known, 7 

“Nobody,’’ said President Howell, “‘can 
censure the newspapers for reporting 
such charges when they are made and re- 
iterated upon the floor of the other hous?. 
The newspapers should not be blamed for 
reporting such statements when they are 
publicly made, as they have been.” 

President Howell said he agreed in toto 
with Senator Perry in his opinion that 
there was no foundation for the sugges- 
tion that there had been illegitimate lob- 


bying. But charges and insinuations had” 


been frequently made at this and the last 
session of the general assembly, and both 
houses owed it to their membership that 
there should be a thorough investigation. 

Skelton Advocates Investigation. 

Senator Skelton said he had been actu- 
ated by the purest and most sincere mo- 
tives in introducing the resolutions. The 
charges made were of the most serious 
character—of a character that if made to 
the face of any individua] member would 
doubtles# be met by foree. He said this 
sort of talk could not help creating the 
impression through the state that the gen- 
eral assembly, or a large proportion of its 
membership, had been or could be im- 
properly approached by men employing 
mrethods which in the eyes of the law 
were criminal. 

He read from an Atlanta newspaper the 
remarks attributed to two members of the 
house and the editorial comment of that 
newspaper which seemed to father tese 
charges. Here, he added, was even the 
charge that money had been used to in- 
fluence legislation. In the face of such 
charges, genera] in their character and 
necessarily therefore reflecting upon all 
members of both houses, it was only just 
to all that there should be a complete and 
thorough investigation at whic the men 
making these charges should be summon 
ed to produce their proofs. If any member 
of the general assembly had permitted 
himself to be improperly influenced or any 
man outside of it had been guilty of lob- 
bying, the identity of such should be 
known and the guilty punished. Jt was, 
he said, only justice to the membership 
of both houses that the whole thing 
should be fully investigated. For that 
reason he would oppose the motion to 
table. 

The Resolution Adopted. 

The resolution was then adopted with 
but two dissenting votes. President 
Howel] at once named as the senate mem- 
bers of the joint committee of investiga- 
tion Senator Skelton, Senator Harrell aad

When the Skelton resolution for an in- 
vestigation of the charges of lobbyism 
reached the house yesterday, several 
other resolutions on the same line were 
offered, one by Mr. Ridley, of Troup, and 
another by Mr. Underwood, of White, the 
latter proposing that a report on the 
charges should be made at the session of 
1904. 

I'r. Welly, of Glascock, moved the 
adoptien of the senate resolution. 

Mr. Grice, of Pulaski, questioned the 
advisability or necessity for the passage 
of such a resolution. 

“Nobody has charged any particular 
person with lobbying,’’ Mr. Grice said. 
“We all know in advance what the re- 
port of such a committee would be. It 
would find that there had been no lobby- 
ing. There would also be a defense of 
those men who come to the legislative 
halls to present their views on various

Mr. Brown, of Houston, moved to put 
the whole question on the table, but this 
was lost, as was algo Mr. Grice’s motion. 

Mr. Felder, of Bibb, raised a laugh with 
the following substitute: 

“Resolved, That the lobbyists be re- 
spectfully requested to let us alone for 
the next ten days, and we will forgive 
them for all tne sins of the past.’’ 

Messrs. Candler, of DeKalb; Wilson, of 
Clay, and Bower, of Decatur, thought the 
matter should be investigated with as 
little delay as possible, but felt that some 
consideration should first be given the pro- 
posed resolutions, and the proper one 
reported and adopted. 

Mr. McCurry, of Hart, wanted action 
taken at once; he thought the house 
should adopt the senate rcsolution. 

While Mr. Wilson, of Clay, was spéak- 
ing, Mr. Stanford, of Harris, asited him: 

“Hadn't you rather chase a catfish up 
the Tennessee river on a dark night, with 
the tail end of a lightning bug, than at- 
tempt to find one of these so-called 
lobbyitts?” 

The house finally referred the whole 
matter to the general judiciary committee 
with instructions to report upon it at to- 
day’s session. A meeting of the cOmmit- 
tee was called for 6 o'clock to consider 
the question. 


Tigner Is Angered. 

Just before the house met for the after- 
noon session Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, be- 
gan a speech to the seevral members 
standing around, and proceeded to de- 
nounce the action of the senate in passing 
a resolution which, he declared, arraigned 
himgelf and Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, 
on account of charges of lobbyism, 
whereas similar statements had been 
made on the floor of the senate and yet 
had not been taken into account in the 
senate resolution. The occasion Mr. Tig- 
ner referred to in the senate was the 
statemént on the subject by Senator Per- 
ry, of the thirty-third. 

As Mr. Tigner understood it, the senate 
resolution constituted an arraignment of 
himself and Mr. Overstreet, as it had 
quoted their exact language. This, Mr. 
Tigner declared, was an outrage upon the 
members of the house. 

“It seems to be an effort to put on trial 
the gentleman from Screven and myself,’’ 
Mr. Tigner said, ‘ignoring the charges 
made in their own body. I protest against 
such an effort. Any attempt to put such 
an indignity upon Mr. Overstreet and my- 
Self is unfair and unjust.’”’ 

Mr. Tigner was highly excited during 
his remarks, contending an injustice had 
been done to himself.and Mr. Overstreet. 
He declined to discuss the matter after- 
wards, but remarked: 

“This is not the end of it; you'll hear 
from this again.’’ 

Mr. Tigner was still speaking-when the 
house was called to order, but soon took 
his seat. 

4.0use Committee Acts. 


After the adjournment of the house at 
5 o’clock yesterday afternoon the genetaj 
judiciary committee held a meeting for 
the consideration of these lobby resolu- 
tions. 

The discussion in the committee room 
was very brief. The resolutions were read 
and then Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, offered a 
substitute for the senate Tresolution, 
which was adoptcd ~#@out opposition. 
The substitute is p ically the same as 
the senate resoluticu, except that it does 
not go so much into details with reference 
to the lobbying charges and the effects of 
them. 

This is the substitute resoiution which 
will be reported favorably to the house 
this morning: 

Whereas, the constitution of the state 
of Georgia declares lobbying to be a 
crime, and in pursuance thereof, the gen- 
eral assembly has by iegislative enact- 
ment defined the said oftense, and pro- 
vided penalties therefor, and 

Whereas, thére are acts which are not 
technically included within such deéfini- 
tion, but which may equally affect inju- 


'riously wise legislation, and 


Whereas, it is charged that legislation 
is affected by lobbying or practices akin 
thereto, therefore, be it 

Resolved, that a committee of three 
from the senate and five from the house 
be appvinted to consider any evidence 
which may be submitted to it in refer- 
ence to such charges, and to carry out 
the purposes of this resolution, shall have 
full power to subpoena witnesses and 
compel their attendance, and cause the 
production of books and papers. 

Be it further resolved, thai all eitizens 
are invited to present to such committee 
evidence showing such offenses as are 
herein referred to, and if any evidence 
establishing their existence be presented 
to such committee, said committee ghall 
report to the general assembly the evi- 
dence presented to it and thelr findings 
within one week from this date, and 
make such recommendations in reference 
thereto as they may gee fit, 

Charges Are Reiterated. 

Following the action of the committee 
in adopting the foregoing resolution, both 


Messrs. Overstreet and Tigner were heard 


from. 

In reference to the statements contain- 
ed in the senate resolution in which his 
language was quoted, Mr. Overstreet 
said: 

“T want to say, Mr. Chairman, that I 
expect to express my opinion in a damn 
sight stronger manner than I have yet 
done.’”’ 

Further along Mr. Overstreet referred 
to the statement in the senate resolu- 
tion which said that what he had stated 
on the floor of the house was an insult 
to every member of the house and sen- 
ate.

Mr. Tigner then addressed the commit- 
tee also in emphatic terms. Mr. Tigner 
referred to the statements made by Sen- 
ator Perry on the floor of the senate 
with reference to lobbying, and said he 
felt aggrieved that the senate Sc aedtna® | 
arraign Mr. Overstreet and himself, and 
put them on trial when they had made 
no charge whatever as to the senate. 

“Tt is time for us to stop and think,” 
said Mr. Tigner. ‘“‘What politician from 
the house has gone over to the senate and 
tried to interfere with legislation?” 

“But we are ready for the trial,”” Mr. 
Tigner declared. 

“Standing now in the face of the people 
of Georgia, I reiterate the charge that 
there was lobbying in the popular sense. 
and I say that it is unhealthy for the

we are ready to say, ‘Mind your own

Mr. Tigner declared that this lobbying 
was inimical to the best interests of 
Georgia.

BROUCHTON WINS 
UN COMPROMISE 


Tabernac'e Retains Membership 
in Association 


Compromise Resolution Is Adopted, 
but Churches Accepting Mem- 
bers Baptized by Aliens 
Will Be Subjected to Cer- 
tain Restrictions.

Conyers, Ga., July 30.—(Special.)—The 
action of the Stone Mountain Baptist As- 
sociation this morning was practically a 
victory for Dr. L. G. Broughton and the 
Atlanta’ Baptist Tabernacle church On 
the question of “alien immersion.”’ 

Dr.. Broughton himself was not present, 
having departed for Boston. 

By the terms of the resolution adopted 
at this morning’s session the Tabernacle 
ehurch is permitted to remain a member 
of the association, alien immersion or no, 
but the resolution denounces all baptism 
save that administered by regular Bap- 
tist preachers, and provides further that 
any church accepting persons baptized by 
aliens shall be subjected to certain re- 
strictions in the fellowship enjoyed with 
sister congregations within the associa- 
tion's pale. 

The resolution is a compromise of the 
controversy which has agitated the Stone 
Mountain association for over a vear. It 
puts the seal of disapproval on the prac- 
tice of accepting persons immersed by 
aliens into Baptist churches, but in no 
sense severs the connection of the Taber- 
pacle church with the association, as the 
more radical opponents of alien immersion 
sought to do. 

When the convention adjourned yes- 
tercay evening Dr. 8S. Y. Jameson, of 
Atlanta, was speaking to the resolution 
of compromise, introduced by himself, 
this being the measure, which, with one 
amendmeént, was ultimately adopted. 
When the convention was called to order 
again this morning Dr. Jameson was 
given the floor to finish his speech. He 
said: 

“You can’t expel any church from this 
association on account of its acceptance 
of alien immersion, for the individual 
churches and not this body are invested 
with sovereign power in the Baptist de- 
nomination. This association cannot dic- 
tate to a church. The churches and the 
individuals in the church stand alone with 
no authority over them save the wish of 
the majority, properly expressed, in the 
individual church congregation itself. 

“But you can do what this resolution 
seeks to do—say to ithe world that our 
association does not. as an association, 
approve of acceptance of alien baptism, 
wand that members of any church in the 
association, which practices accepting 
alien immersion, must be examined when 
they seek admission ‘by letter into an- 
other congregation of the association. 
Then if they came into the church from 
which they bear a letter by alien bap- 
tism the church to which they ask ad- 
mittance may exclude the applicant. 

“That is severe enough. It declares 
the church which practices accepting 
alien immersion as a schismatic. It makes 
its members the subject of doubt when 
they seek admission elsewhere in this 
association.” 

The Compromise Resolution. 

Dr. I. G. Walker, of Lithonia. who led 
the attack on the Tabernacle church, rose 
while Dr. Jameson was speaking and 
asked permission to offer an amendment 
to the pending resolution, which itself 
was a substitute for a resolution intro- 
duced by himself, Dr. Jameson's sub- 
stitute being: 

“We, the messengers composing the 
sixty-fourth session of the Stone Moun- 
tain association, now assembled at Rock- 
dale church, do most affeationately but 
firmly declare: 

“Il. That the reception of ‘alien immer- 
sion’ as valid baptism has never been a 
custom among the churches composing 
this body and is not now as evidenced 
by letters from the churches in response 
to the Lithonia resolution. 

‘2. That the introduction of such prac- 
tice is not only not calculated to promote 
harmony and good fellowship among the 
churehes, but is divisive in nature, tend- 
ing to create confusion and strife, there- 
by marring the beauty of that unity 
which should be the glory of the churches 
of Jesus Christ. 

‘3. That a proper observance of the law 
laid down by Paul in First Corinthians 
vii, 13, will deter any of our churches 
from introduction of a practice divisive 
in nature, producing strife and confusion, 
such church being unwilling to exercise 
its liberty at so great a cost. 

“4. That should any church persist in 
the reception of ‘alien {!mmersion’ it is 
the duty of the other churches, when let- 
ters are presented to them from aforesaid 
ehurch to faithfully examine each appli- 
cant and decline to receive any and all 
except those who have been regularly 
baptized.’’ 

The amendment to this offered by Dr. 
Watker was to be inserted at the end of 
paragraph 2 and read as follows: 

“Which custom we believe to be a 
proper interpretation of the Scriptures 
and a proper construction of ruie 4 under 
church order.’’ 

The custom referred to was that of not 
accepting alien immersion. With this 
amendment, accepted by Dr. Jameson, Dr. 
Walker stated that the substitute reso- 
lution met with his approval and that he 
would accept it in lieu of his original reso- 
lution.

WILL CONFER 
ABOUT TAXES 


City Authorities Meet with 
Attorney General Tomor- 
row Morning. 


For the purpose of securing for At- 
lanta a more equitable proportion of the 
taxes paid by the railroads to the state, 
officers of the municipality will confer 
with Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
tomorrow morning at 11 o’ciock. 

The city will probably be represented 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson, City 
Tax Assessors J. L. Harrison, C. D. 
Meador and J. H. Ewing and Councilman 
James L. Key, who introduced during 4 
recent session of council the resolution 
which has resulted in the conference. It 
is not known who will be called to the 
conference hy General Wright. 

After the letter of the city attorney to 
the comptroller general had been received 
by the latter, General Wright sent the 
city attorney a request for a conference 
and suggested tomorrow morning at ll 
o’clock, stating that he believed he could 
easily explain the situation to the city. 

Mr. Mayson announced to the comptrol- 
ler general that he would be on hand 
and requested that he be allowed to 
bring: into the conference other repre- 
sentatives of the municipality. The con- 
ference will, therefore, be made more in- 
teresting by the presence of other rep- 
resentatives both of the state and the 
city. 

One view of the matter that will be 
of interest are the figures of returns that 
will be presented by the representatives 
of the city. These show that the railroads 
last year paid taxes upon $723,280, which 
at 1 1-4 per cent gave the city $9,061.25 in 
taxes. This included trackage, rights of 
way, depots and real estate. As it is well 
Known that the aggregate value of ali 
steam road properties in Atlanta is sev- 
eral million dollars the city authorities 
are convinced that the city is not re- 
ceiving enough money from the ,rall- 
roads. 

The cuntention of the comptroller gen- 
eral is that one mile of main track in 
the heart of Atlanta is worth no more 
than a mile of track in a rural district, 
the declaration that the value of any- 
thing is the price it will bring on the 
market.

Dr. Taylor responded to this request 
from the moderator and a hymn. was 
sung. Dr. A. C. Ward, of the Temple 
Baptist church, then rose to speak. He 
declared himself as opposed to alien im- 
mersion, but in favor of nothing which 
would exclude the Tabernacie church frorn 
fellowship in the association on account of 
its practices in this regard. He moved to

motion was later withdrawn and 
made for the previous question, 
shut off debate, was made. 

The vote on Dr. Jameson's resolution, 
as amended by Dr. Walker, was then 
taken, the (resolution being adopted by a 
rising vote of 88 to 5, Dr. Hillyer and four 
others voting against it. Dr. Walker 
moved that the resolution adopted be 
made the association's angwer to the 
churches which had requested that action 
be taken on the alien immersion question. 
This motion carried and the controversy 
came to an end, for the time at least. 

The Stone Mountain Baptist Association 
is an organization composed of about six- 
ty churches in and around Atlanta and 
is more than 60 years old. Each church in 
the association sends ‘‘messengers,’”’ the 
number of these fixed according to the 
number of members in the church, to the 
annual convention of the association. The 
purpose of the organization and its con- 
ventions is to discuss questions pertaining 
to missions. 

The controversy over the alien immer- 
sion question arose when the Atlanta 
Baptist Tabernacle church nearly two 
years ago adopted a resolution in which 
jf was set forth that the church would 
accept into fellowship’ any person im- 
mersed by a minister of any denomination 
whatsoever—Metohdist, Christian church 
or any other. 

At last year’s convention this was taken 
up and a resolution adopted calling upon 
the Tabernacle church to give an account 
of itself for its action in regard to alien 
immersion. The Tabernacle church made 
no reply, hence the attempt to oust it 
from membership in the association. 

The convention will close tomorrow 
afternoon. There remains nothing but 
routine bustness to come before the body. 


“PORT” RECEIPTS INCREASED. 


Over 475 Per Cent Increase in Re- 
ceipts of Atlanta Custom House 
for July. 

Surveyorof Customs MarcusO. Markham 
reported yesterday that the receipts of 
the ‘“‘port’’ of Atlanta for the month of 
July, the first month of the new fiscal 
year, had up to this time been larger by 
over 475 per cent than any corresponding 
month since the office was established in 
Atlanta in 1881. 

Last month the receipts of the Atlanta 
custom house were larger by over 300 
per cent than ever before durng any 
June. 

Surveyor Markham points with pride to 
these figures, and gives them as but 4n- 
other example of the wonderful growth 
and progress of the city of Atlanta. Mr. 
Markham says that prosperity is abroad 
in the land when the people can afford to 
spend money for imported goods, 

Surveyor Markham and his chief as- 
sistant, Smith Easley, are both kept bus- 
ily engaged even during the heated term 
keeping up with the “port receipts’ of 
Atlanta.

These are Comptroller General Wright's 
estimates upon probable additions to the 
valuations of taxable property as com- 
pared with last year. These estimates 
are set forth in an Official communica- 
tion which the comptroller general sent 
Governor Terrell yesterday in response 
to a formal request from the governor. 
In his letter to the comptroller general 


Governor Terrell says that as some ap- 
propriation bills are now on his table 


and others will soon be passed by» the 


general assembly he would like to have 
such information upon the subject of tax 
returns as he has at hand. 

The’ comptroller general presents the 
latest summary from the digests which 
had been received up to yesterday after- 
noon. This shows that sixty counties have 
reported and that these show a net in- 
crease over last year of $6,063,250. Based 
on these returns and upon unofficial ad- 
vices received from other counties, he 
estimates the probable total increase 
from this source at $15,000,000. D 

With regard to the franchise returns, 
Comptroller General Wright says that 
the arbitrations have not as yet pro- 
gressed ‘sufficiently to authorize any def- 
inite estimate of what will be realized 
from that source, but, explaining that it 
is a rough guess, he puts this total at
